The plaintiff sues the defendant to recover damages for 
injuries sustained by her through the negligence of the de¬ 
fendant on the 4th day of December, 1926 ^bout 7:30 P. M. 
while she was walking westerly across Sixteenth Street at 
its intersection with Euclid Street Northwest, in the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia. 
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In company with her daughter, walking westerly along 
the south sidewalk of Euclid Street, she had started to 
cross Sixteenth Street while north and south bound traffic 
was being held up by the traffic signals at the intersection of 
said streets, to enable pedestrians to cross Sixteenth Street 
in safety, a green signal being also displayed at the time 
on the west side of Sixteenth Street advising the plaintiff 
it was safe for her to start across Sixteenth Street. While 
in the act of crossing and when she was closely approach¬ 
ing the west curb line of Sixteenth Street, the defendant 
negligently and carelessly drove and operated his auto¬ 
mobile southerly across Euclid Street so that he collided 
with the plaintiff and knocked her down and seriously in¬ 
juring her. 

The injuries sustained by the plaintiff through the negli¬ 
gence of the defendant included severe bruises and wounds, 
a deep cut over the right eye, severe bruises on her right 
side; in consequence of which she suffered great pain and 
inconvenience, was required to wear bandages about lier 
body for a period of about a month, was wholly incapac¬ 
itated from discharging her household duties for a period 
of about two weeks, and was required to lay out and ex¬ 
pend and to contract to expend a large sum for medical 
attention and supplies in endeavoring to be cured of her 
injuries; for all of which she claims damages in the sum 
of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00).
